Mr  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Medical  Officer 
of  Health  for  the  year  1 966. 

Vital  Statistics 

The  figures  represent  little  change  from  the  previous  year.  The 
birth  rate  has  increased  while  the  death  rate  has  fallen,  suggesting  a 
vigorous  population.  The  picture  as  a  whole  implies  a  community  whose 
health  standards  are  well  up  to  this  country’s  norm. 


Infectious  Diseases 


A  variety  of  the  common  childhood  infections  invaded  the  area  at 
the  beginning  of  the  year;  chicken  pox  end  mumps  in  particular.  More 
troublesome  was  a  german  measles  (rubella)  outbreak  that  caused  me  some 
concern  in  view  of  the  risk  of  this  apparently  mild  condition  to  the 
expectant  mother  in  the  beginning  of  her  pregnancy.  There  are  a  number 
of  the  children  in  the  area  severely  handicapped  as  a  result  of  ante-natal 
exposure,  and  an  effort  was  made  to  try  and  ensure  that  women  in  the  first 
four  months  of  pregnancy  who  wrere  in  contact  with  rubella  went  to  their 
private  doctors.  The  publicity  given  was  much  wider  than  anticipated,  but 
it  seems  that  many  women  accepted  the  advice  and  were  given  appropriate 
preventive  treatment  by  their  doctors,  A  follow  up  study  has  been  arranged 
so  that  any  who  missed  this  treatment,  and  who  give  birth  to  bahies  "at 
risk"  are  screened  for  defects  and  offered  appropriate  help  early. 


Health  Education 


One  of  the  main  thanes  for  the  year’s  Health  Education  programme 
was  "Safety  in  the  Home"  which  included  poison  hazards  and  accidents.  A 
special  effort  was  also  made  to  encourage  schoolchildren  (and  their  parents) 
on  the  value  of  "Foot  Health, 


Continued 


A  most  encouraging  report  was  received  from  the  Ministry  of  Health 
showing  survey  data  that  the  amount  of  smoking  among  adolescents  was 
falling  and  there  had  been  a  substantial  drop  in  the  proportion  of 
cigarette  smokers  in  men  and  women  in  recent  years.  It  will  of  course, 
take  some  time  for  this  to  be  reflected  in  any  fall  in  lung  cancer  deaths, 
but  one  can  feel  that  the  effort  put  into  anti-smoking  propaganda  is  not 
entirely  submerged  by  the  advertising  agents’  appeal  to  "carry  on  smoking". 


StafjiS& 

Mr  J.  W.  E.  Holmes,  Public  Health  Inspector,  resigned  in  July  after 
serving  the  Council  for  2|  years.  He  was  an  experienced  and  competent 
Inspector  that  we  could  ill-affor"  tc  lose.  The  resulting  vacancy  had 
not  been  filled  at  the  end  of  the  year.

(A)  WATER  (Continued) 

The  total  number  of  residential  properties  is  5,367,  being  5223  houses 
97  houses  and  shops,  and  47  licensed  premises,  of  which  5,280  are  supplied 
with  water  from  the  public  mains.  In  addition  the  village  of  Tyringham  (26 
dwellings)  has  it's  own  private  supply  laid  on  to  each  property. 

Several  outlying  farms  and  cottages  also  have  their  own  private  supply 
laid  on  for  all  drinking  and  domestic  purposes.  Unfortunately  records  are 
not  available  to  show  how  many  of  the  properties  are  supplied  from  the  Boards 
main  by  standpipe,  but  this  is  known  to  be  only  a  relatively  small  number. 

The  population  in  the  Rural  District  is  14,700  and  the  estimated  population 
supplied  with  main  water  from  the  Public  Main  is  14,441  ♦ 

Total  consumption  for  the  whole  district  for  all  purposes  for  the  year 
1966  from  Olney  and  Birchmoor  Sources  (Tyringham  being  privately  owned  and 
not  measured) : 

Overbrook  Works,  Weston  Underwood  -  33,973,000  gallons 
Birchmoor  -  199,971,000  gallons

Sampling  of  water  supplies  for  routine  bacteriological  examination  has 
been  continued  during  the  year  in  respect  of:- 

Birchmore  Supply  -  Normally  sanpled  at  Sherington.  This  forms  part  of  the 
Bucks  Water  Board  supply  and  has  proved  satisfactory  throughout  the  year. 

Weston  Underwood  Supply  -  Sampled  at  the  top  end  of  Olney  or  in  Weston 
Underwood,  Again  forms  part  of  the  Bucks  Water  Board  supply  and  has  proved 
completely  satisfactory. 

Raven  stone  Mill  Supply  -  This  was  found  to  be  unsatisfactory  in  July  due  to 
the  water  being  supplied  in  an  unchlorinated  form.  This  was  rectified  and 
has  since  been  satisfactory. 

Tyringham  Private  Supply  -  Water  proved  satisfactory  on  every  occasion  it  was 
sampled. 

Stoke  Goldington  Supply  -  This  supply  has  been  sanpled  frequently  throughout 
the  year  and  has  on  only  two  occasions  proved  to  be  unsatisfactory.  Hand 
chlorination  is  still  being  carried  out  as  a  daily  routine.

(B)  SEWERAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 

Existing  Sewer  and  Sewage  Disposal  Works 

Since  the  last  report,  the  Chicheley  sewage  scheme  has  been  carried 
out  and  the  sewage  is  now  pumped  to  North  Crawley  disposal  works  for 
treatment.  The  new  effluent  drain  at  Enberton  disposal  works  has  been 
laid  and  the  Woburn  Sands  relief  sewerage  scheme  has  been  practically 
completed. 

All  the  existing  sewers,  sewage  disposal  works  and  pumping  stations 
in  the  various  villages  have  been  effectively  maintained  during  the  year 
and  the  standard  of  effluent  has  been  generally  improved. 

Proposed  Sewers  and  Sewage  Disposal  ’Works 

The  Council  are  now  considering,  or  already  have  issued  instructions, 
in  respect  of  the  following  schemes 

Walton  (Wavendon  Road) ;  Little  Brickhillj  Moulsoe; 

Newton  Blossomville,  Clifton  Reynes  and  Cold  Brayfield. 

Futhermore  a  Report  will  shortly  be  received  on  a  scheme  to  provide 
major  foul  and  surface  water  sewers  and  to  reconstruct  the  Sewage  disposal 
works  at  Olney  which  is  to  be  expanded  over  the  next  few  years. 

Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal 

The  weekly  collection  service  has  continued  during  the  year.  In 
order  to  remove  an  accumulation  of  bulky  refuse  in  many  villages,  the  Council 
have  introduced  a  special  service  on  Saturday  morning,  whereby  large  articles 
of  junk  can  be  disposed  of,  this  is  proving  a  considerable  success. 

Preliminary  consideration  is  now  being  given  to  the  gradual  introduction 
of  a  paper  sack  system  of  refuse  collection.  This  system  which  was  introduced 
into  Great  Britain  in  I960  has  many  advantages,  the  major  of  which  is  hygiene. 

At  the  centralised  refuse  tip  at  Stoke  Goldington,  controlled  tipping 
is  now  excercised.  This  system  has  proved  most  satisfactory  and  certainly 
has  improved  the  local  visual  amenities.  Arrangements  are  being  made  to 
allow  Bletchley  U.D.C.  to  dispose  of  their  refuse  at  the  tip  for  several 
months  next  year. 

Pail  and  Cesspool  Bnptying 

The  weekly  pail  and  quarterly  cesspool  emptying  service  has  been 
regularly  maintained.  A  new  1,000  gallon  vehicle  has  recently  been  purchased 
for  this  purpose.  Where  public  sewers  have  been  provided  the  Council  intend 
next  year  to  withdraw  this  free  emptying  service,  as  they  consider  that  every 
property  should  be  connected  thereto,

A,  HOUSING 
Notices: 

There  were  a  total  of  20  notices  served  under  the  Housing  Acts, 
with  no  statutory  notices  being  necessary.  During  the  year  IS  properties 
were  rendered  fit,  the  remainder  being  carried  forward  to  1967  for  further 
action. 

Under  the  Public  Health  Acts,  30  Notices  have  been  served  and  14 
nuisances  have  been  abated,  the  remainder  being  carried  forward  to  1967. 


Housing  Inspections: 

During  the  year,  1,016  housing  inspections  have  been  carried  out 
and  associated  with  them  has  been  inspections  of  water  supply  installations 
drainage  refuse  disposal  and  infestation  of  rats  and  mice  and  the  requisite 
action  on  each  has  been  taken. 


Representations : 

During  the  year  41  representations  were  made,  35  of  them  were 
determined  and  the  remainder  have  been  carried  over  for  action  in  1967. 
There  were  8  demolition  orders  and  5  closing  orders  made,  5  undertakings 
from  owners  were  accepted.  The  Council  purchased  17  properties  in  lieu 
of  demolition  orders  being  made.
